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THE WIRE BINDERS. 
We print in this issue 01 lite Gazette the 
proceedings of the hiinneapolis Millers* 
Association held recently, in regard to wire 
binders. It is a subject which is attract­ 
ing very considerable attention in Minne­ 
sota, and especially among the millers in 
Minneapolis, where the damage resulting 
to mill machinery from the use of wire 
binders in the harvest Held, is reported to 
be very serious. For particulars regarding 
the alleged damage, we refer the reader to 
the report of the 
Committee. If the 
charges brought against the wire binders 
arc half true, they arc certainly serious 
enough, and will no doubt lessen their sale 
use. The Committee of the Millers’ Asso­ 
ciation, after stating the objections to such 
binders, and giving particulars relative to 
the damages sustained by mill machinery 
from grinding wheal bound by wirc,earne&t- 
ly recommend that farmers discontinue the 
use of the wire binders. Tne Association 
went further, and adopted a resolution to 
the effect “ that whenever practicable, a 
difference of ten cents per bushel, under 
corresponding grade, be made in the pur­ 
chase of any wheat containing wire/’ 
The farmers of the Northwest, where 
cicht-tenths ol the wheat crop of the Unit.

raised, 
will 
feel an 
absorbing 
interest in 
the 
question 
of wire grain binders. The wheat fields of 
the West are becoming so extensive, that 
binding by hand seems to bo inadequate ; 
aud if the proceedings of tho Millers’ 
Association are warranted by facts and 
sustained by actual experience, the ques­ 
tion , How to harvest the wheat? will 
prove a very serious one. The Association 
not only recommend the discontinuance of 
the wire binders, for the reason that they 
are 
destructive of 
mill 
machtnerv, 
injure 
the 
quality 
of 
bran, 
and result fatally, oftentimes, to stock, but 
it has gone so far as to resolve that tor 
wheat known to have been bound with 
wire, a reduction of Un cents per bushel 
will be made in the price. 
This seems to 
us, ani it will so strike the farmers, we 
believe, that this resolution is ill-timed and 
not Si'tU considered. It is well enough to 
inform the farmers of the destruction 
wrought od mill 
machinery by the 
bits cl wire so frequently found in wheat, 
that is injuring the sale of bran, and makes 
it a death-deal.ng article, but to resort to 
the severe penally of combining to lorce a 
reduction of ten cent* per bushel on wheat 
bound with wire, is an unjustified penalty, 
and is not altogether .warranted by tacts. 
We believe that Wire binders „have done 
much damage in Minnesota, both to mills 
and to stock, and the millers have reason 
to complain, but in Rock county, ani in 
fact in other portions of Wisconsin, where 
wire binders are largely.in use, we have 
heard of no complaints as yet, either from 
millers or from farmers.

BAD FOR THE WIRE BIRDERS. 


T h e ir Tne C on d em n ed by th e H i ll ­ 
er * ’ A sso r ia ! ion. 
At a meeting of the Minneapolis Mill­ 
ers’ Association held yesterday morning, 
the damage resulting to mill machinery 
Irom the use of wire binders in the harvest 
fields, was brought up by the tollowiog 
report of a a special committee to whom 
the mailer had been referred: 
To Vie Minneapolis Mitten* Assoc titian: 
G entlem en:—Your 
committee 
ap­ 
pointed to investigate the question of dam­ 
age by wire in wheat, respectfully beg 
leave to report: 
At the Washburn “A” mill we found the 
stones were marked and glazed by the 
wires passing through, and we were told 
that the bolting-cloihs were frequently cut 
aud damaged by the sharpened edges of 
the wire. Mr. McDaniel, the head miller, 
produced several quarts 01 wire, varying 
from one-quarter to two inches in length, 
which he said had been taken from the 
stones. He stated emphatically that the 
wire found in the wheat was a great dam­ 
age to the mills. 
At the Pillsbury mills we learned that 
they had been greatly troubled by wire in 
wheat, at each of their four mills, damag­ 
ing their brush machines, stones and bolt­ 
ing cloths. 
At the Palisade mill we fouod that they 
ha I suffered much by the damage to brush 
machines and bolting cloths. 
At the Model mill they say their brash 
machine aud bran duster have been badly 
damaged, also bolting cloths injured, by the 
sharp pieces of wire. 
In short, we found it to be the unani­ 
mous opinion of all the millers that the 
wire now found in wheat is doing great 
damage to mills. It is the unanimous opin 
iou of your committee that the continued 
use of the wire blader will materially 
affect the value cf wheat so bound. 
We earnestly recommend that the farm­ 
ers discontinue the use of the wire binders 
W il l ia m H. D unw oody, 
J ohn C rosby, 
George Hinelise, 
Committee. 
Alter considering the above report, the 
association adopted it, aod the following: 
W hereas, Tne committee appointed by 
this association to examine into and report 
upon the damage to mill machinery aris­ 
ing irom the use of wire binders for wheat, 
haviog rendered a report recommending 
the discontinuance of the use of said wire 
binders, and raid report having been ac­ 
cepted by this association, therefore, be it 
lUsoLvod, That whenever practicable a 
difference ol ten cen'* per bushel, under 
corresponding grade, be made in the pur­ 
chase ol auf wheat containing wire. And 
be it further 
llc*olpedt That we most earnestly recom­ 
mend the discontinuance of the uaj of wire 
binders for binding wheat.
